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On November 27, John J. ttcCloy called Bloanor Bullas froia 
Hew Xork. He stated that no wished to write the Secretary a 
latter, although he was somewhat heoitant to bother him, to sug- 
gest that Vice President Sixoa go to Berlin on the occasion of 
the trip to M70 which now seemed imminent. 

lie said that he had been about to write a letter making a 
oirailar suggestion with rogard to the President when he hoard of 
the President's illnes3. Be added that ho wrote the Secretary 
from time to titse and that foster had asked liim to toll him of 
any ideas he might have* 

Hr. HcCloy said that ho had found considerable uneacinoso 
about the Berlin situation. Ho recorded Berlin as important not 
only beoauao of our policy toward the city and toward Germany, 
but even wore in relation to HATO policy in general. Mo emphasised 
that he had run into a great deal of discouragement and pessi- 
mistic talk about HATO. 

In regard to the Berlin visit which he would like to propose, 
ho said that Mayor Brandt and others had indicated that in their 
view we had not been firm enough with regard to recent haraeamont 
of access. There was a dangerous doubt as to our steadfastness 
In respect to Berlin and that soma kind of "show" of determination 
was needed now. "V/e need to do more for Berlin than we are doing," 
ho said.
